Here Than if Students 
Went Elsewhere

The Chaffey junior college is a 
sound financial asset to the Chaf- 
fey district. Higher education 
{costs money from the freshman 
year of the college to the gradu- 
ate years, It can be clearly shown 
that the junior college actually 


amount of money annually. Here 
are the facts: 

During the first three months 
the average daily attendance of 
the Chaffey junior college was 
464; of this number there were 
136 in average daily attendance 
from without the district, while 
328 in A.D.A. were from within 
|the district. The actual cost to 
j the taxpayers this year for all jun- 
ior college purposes including cap- 
ital outlay will be, according to 
the budget, $87,438.30. 

If these 328 students in A.D.A. 
were all received at Pomona col- 
lege the cost of tuition alone would 
exceed $100,000. The average 
cost of students attending higher 
institutions has been shown to be 
$750 per year per student. 

On this basis the students who 
lare attending Chaffey junior col- 
lege from this district would have

| Questions and Answers Relative 


Question: Who may vote at 
the coming elections? 

Answer: The district attorney 
has ruled that anyone whose 
name is on the old election lists, 
or anyone who has _ registered 
thirty days before the approach- 
ing election. Those who are not 
registered and who wish to vote 
should register prior to Janu- 
ary 29th. 

Question: Where should vot- 
ers cast their ballots? 

Answer: The board has sub- 
divided the Chaffey district in- 
to four voting precincts for the 
election. 

Precinct No. 2 includes the 
Upland and Camp Baldy  dis- 
tricts, and the polling place for 
these districts is the Upland jun- 
ior high school. 

Precinct No. 3 includes the 
Alta Loma, Central, Cucamonga 
aud Etiwanda districts, and the 
polling place for these districts 
is the Central school, Cuca- 
monga. 

The other precincts are in other 
parts of the district. 

Question: For what purposes 
are the bonds being voted ? 

Answer: One bond issue is 
for junior colleze purposes ex- 
clusively, while the other is for 
high svhuol purposes. Each vot- 
er will cast two ballots, one to 
be marked ,.“Yes” or “No” to 
junior college bonds, the other to 
be marked similarly for or 
against sigh schco! bonds. 

Question: Where is the money 
to be spent should the bond is- 
sues carry? 

Answer: The $250,000 junior 
college issue will be spent ex- 
clusively on the Chaffey campus 
between Fourth and _ Fifth 
streets, Ontario. The site of the 
junior college building is spec- 
ifically the corner of Fifth and 
Euclid on the Chaffey campus. 

The $200,000 issue will be 
spent for high school purposes 
as the Chaffey board will direct. 
The buildings contemplated are: 

1.—A gymnasium tor gitis to 
be erected on the Chaffey cam- 
pus between the present Liberal 
Arts building and the proposed 
junior college building. 

2—A building adequate for 
9th and 10th grades to be erect- 
ed on the Fontana campus. 

3.—A new shop to be erected 
on the Chaffey campus to pro- 
vide for more space urgently 
needed. 

4.—An adequate shop on the 
Upland junior high campus, as 
no shop is available there for 
9th grade work. 

The exact allocation of funds 
for these buildings will depend 
entirely upon the bids that will 
be called for should the bonds 
carry.

Answer: $30,000 of the bond 
money will be used to pay the 
Chaffey College trustees for land 
that has been held in trust for 
the Chaffey board. $420,000 
will be used exclusively for 
buildings and equipment. 

Question: Ww hy should any 
money be needed to pay for any 
of the present Chaffe Yy campus? 





Answer: In 1911, out of the 
first bond issue of $200,000, an 
amount of $55,000 was paid the 


Ontario school district for the 
land and buildings owned by it. 
This included what was left of 
the old Chaffey college building, 
and the first unit, about half of 
the present Liberal Arts build- 
ing, and about twelve acres of 
land. In 1920 out of the second 
bond issue $15,000 was used to 
purchase the ten acres north of 
the present Liberal Arts build- 
ing; the ten acres north of it 
and bounded on the north by 
Fifth street, were purchased by 
the Chaffey college trustees and 
held in trust for the Chaffey 
union high school district. The 
west eight acres has been own- 
ed by the Chaffey college trus- 
tees from the beginning and is 
part of the Chaffey endowment. 
It is proposed to allocate $30,- 
000 of the junior college bonds to 
pay for the remainder of this 
40-acre tract. 

Question: What rooms will be 
provided for out of the proposed 
bond issues? 

Answer: The architect’s plans 
provide for the following 

1.—A college building contain- 
ing 2 English rooms, 2 social 
science rooms, 1 chemistry lab- 


oratory, 2 agricultural labora- 
tories, 1 zoology and geology 


laboratory, 1 botany laboratory, 
2 foreign language rooms, 1 
psychology laboratory, 1 engin-

USE OF ALL WATER 
URGED AT MEETING 


Reclaiming of Sewer Flow, 
Colorado River Water, 
Advocated in L.A. 








Unless Southern California cities 
conserve all the water possible, 
; Such as reclaim sewer’ water, 
spread flood water out so it will 
{sink into the underground basins, 
and in addition get Colorado river 
water through the Metropolitan 
Water district, chambers of com- 
merce should cease seeking to 
attract easterners. 

That, in substance, is what Rich- 
ard G. Manley, city engineer, 
;heard at the meeting in Los An- 
!geles yesterday of the Los An- 
geles Basin Ground Water con- 
ference. As a delegate from Up- 
land he attended, going in with 
Austin Burt, Ontario city service 
manager. 

An effort will be made to get ad- 
ditional data on the underground 
basins and while this is being done, 
study will be given to the various 
methods of keeping the water from 
going into the ocean. 

Many eastern cities are finding 
it mecessary to use every particle 
of water, the speakers said, ac- 
cording to Mr. Manley. They said 
that the use of reclaimed sewer 
water will be accepted when the 
people become educated to the sit- 
uation. 

Upland and Ontario are con- 
sidering establishing treating 
plants and the discussion along 
the methods of reclaiming water 
was particularly of interest to Mr. 
Manley and Mr. Burt.
